The Baltimore American has a letter from
Chevernne, which gives much interesting inlors
mutton in regnrd to that new clly and the new
Territory of Wyonmiing, We copy as [ullo ye:—

WYOMING TERBITORY,

This Territary tnat is to be 18 that part of
Dakotn west of & hoe deawn from the southonst
corner of Monlapa to the northwest corucr
of Nubragku, cay about the twepty-seventn de.
gree west, and extending to near the thirty-

The Luther Monument at Worms.
Translated from e Garienlaube,

Yesterday (June 26, 1868) was the day ap:

inted tor the uncoyering of the mopument (o

artin Luther at Worms, This monument is
erected by the subseriptlons of Protsstants
irfpeipally German Protestants, of course, und

orme was chosen as the site, beeanse, as all
the world kuows, it was at the Diet held in
that city in 1621, shat Luther fieet came forwara
as the reformerof the church, The monument
Ia in bronze, and wus cagt at the famous old
Lavchhsmmer foundry, in Eastern Prussia,

There are thirtecn statnes in all; all colossal,
but of ditlerent sizes, according to the helght st
which they &tand. Lutber, the largest and
mwost imporiant, stands on the top of a pedestal
ol ns own; hits head 1s upralsed a3 o the atti-
tude ot specch: nis elosed fst rests on the
Bible in his leit band. Even 80 he must have
looked ns he uttered those ramous closing words
of g specel at the et of Worms; words fitly
fnscribed on the pedestal whergon he stunds:—
‘““Here | staud; | oxunot do otherwise, God bs
my helper. Amen.” (Hier stcheich, ieh kaon
nicut anders; GGott helte mir, Amen),

At cuch corner of Luther's pedestul ¢its one of
his precursors i the work ot Retormution; ench
chosen from a diderent conntry 10 show thiat
the work wus not beguu by Luther, but wus
vather the protesy of Cutisteudom agalost ercor,
These lour statoes ure Pecras Waldus, Wicklille,
Hus#, and 8avonarola, Petros Waldas, or Pierre
de Vaux, was 8 Lyvons merchant of the twelfth
century, who struck by the sndden death ot an
lntimate Iriend, renounced the pleasures of lie
and gave bimeelt to preachiug purity of lie and
shpligity ot erded. His 1ollowers, the Wal-
denses, are olten most nntulely confounded with
the Albigenses, Wuldus is represented with his
Bible open on his koees, his mucn used stafl
resting on hisarav. John Wycklitie, the English
Refurtoer of the fourteenth century, and the
fivét trunslator of the Bible juto our tongue,

sits also with his  Bible on  Was  koces;
his  Jite, which ended in 1384, was &
contrast, in s cowpnrative calm, to the
sioriny  le  and  Nery  death  of the

representative who comes next bn point of time,
John Hus<s, the Bohemian, who was bBurnt by
order ot thie Counell ol Constance in 1415, not-
withstandlbg the sule conduct given him oy the
Emperor Spgizmund, His ashes were thrown
Into the Bhine, aud by order of the seme Goun-
cily, Wieklide's nabes were torn from  thear qulet
Enghsh grave aud thrown into the litile brook
at Lutterworth that dlowed into the Avon, Hues
{5 represented capped and gowned, his bead bent
a8 I musiog and praying over the erocifix in his
folded havds, The fourth statue is that ot
Savonaroln, in the robe sud cowl of the Domini-
can order, his warnmg Lanad uplifled to heaven,
an it wnes ro ofion in those aays of which wo
have all read in Georse Eliot'a” groat povel of
“Romola.,”" Savonarols was bornt in May of
the year 1491, bul Martin Luther wis u school-

These five statucs are the heart of the monu-
ment, and are to be =urroumded by a stone
balustrnae, except ou Lutbher's side, where
there are to be stepe, On the four corers of
this wall are to stund, llke towers on a castle,
the fuur corper-stonces of the Heformution in
Germany; on Luher's rvight, Frederick the
Wise, of Baxony; on his left, Philip the Mag-
ninimous, ot Hesse; behiud Puilip, Reuchilin,
the humanist, and bebind  Frederick, the
thovgntinl and modest Melancthon,

Between there comers will eome, on thres
sides, Meh pedestal, tor thiree sitting symbiolionl
femule fivores—Spares, Augsburg, soud Maydes
burg,  Spites, beeause there the Reformers Nrst
took the nume ol Protestants; Augsburg, bernuse
ol the Contession; aud Magdebure, the witness
unto blood for the new Churcli, sitting sorrow-
fut, with bowed head and broken sword, The
pedeatal is to bear eertain porteait medallions
and buserelieis, aud on the coping of the walls
are to be the Leraldic bearings of thirly different
Biates and cities,
